curious Limbner draweth his own ſons pourtraiRture to the life ( as we 
ſay : ) yet becauſe there is no true life in it but a likeneſs onely ; he 
cannot be ſaid to be the begetrer of his Picture, as he is of his Son. Arid 
ſome creatures there be that are bred out of mud or other putrid mat-
